SUBJECT: Congressional Visits 


Have message from Washington stating Sen Javitts, number of others 
(more than 7) desire visit RVN during Easter recess, beginning 11 Apr. 

(Difficult time; don’t welcome support requirements would be generated, 
but like to see them visit in view of mood of country. Let them see things 
not as bad as portrayed. Can handle a limited number, but if permission 
for a few opens flood gates to a stampede, could find ourselves in 
difficult situation. Would like to see Javitts come over; he has been 
making number of irresponsible statements. Will make study of how 
many could handle. 

Situation relatively quiet. Not much doing up north, although 
had heavy contact just south of DMZ by coast yesterday, 300 bodies, 35 
KIA. Marines got 50 bodies, 20 KIA in separate action. Lost mine 
sweeper in Cua Viet, hit large miryeT. Enemy trying hard to close this 
water route. KS reasonably quiet, less mortar, 2 KIA, 8 .WIA. 500 
Breu tribesmen arrived at KS last several days; flew out to Cam Lo. 

Hope to get some good intel from them. 

II Corps quiet; expect more activity around Ban Me Thuot. 

III Corps confined to small contacts; locating sizeable ammo caches 
representing substantial investment of enemy labor to move from Cambodia. 

IV Corps: 45 Vietnamese killed in Abn engagement south of Can Tho. 

Put in B-52 strike; one week ago got very good results. Khang'has been 
more liberal on granting permission for these strikes. 

Had number of good air strikes outside country. Since mid-January, 
had 5, 000 secondaries within 25 Km radius of KS. Also about 1, 000 bodies. 
One Breu said many VC on Rt 19 in Laos; afraid to come closer to KS 
because too hot. 
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
